Speaker Holds Youth Train- 
ing As Vital to 
Living

Dr. Rodney's addrc.«. "Educa- 
tion—a matter of attitudes" ha.<i 
been preceded during the last 
month by talks on other aspects ot 
education, given by Dean Hendcl 
and Rabbi Eiscndralh, and will be 
followed by rhrcr more lectures at 
inlen'als of two weeks. 

"I look upon education", said Dr. 
Rothncy, "as something that takes 
place inside the individual. It is 
a change. To live well is to change 
often. But changes are modified 
by the condition, under which they 
take place, by the environment. 
When we go to work to arrange 
these changes, to control the envir- 
onment, we arc teaching," he said. 
"EducEtior. il s scientifically direct- 
ed process of developing personal- 
ity.

"The three main factors of edu- 
cation are knowledge, skill, and at- 
titudes, named in the order of in-

With a National objective of W,- 
000,000 the campaign of the Can- 
adian Red Cross Society gets under 
way on Monday, November ISth. 
Two thirds of the national objec 
t:ve is needed for wartime service, 
while approximately one third Is 
needed to carry on the regular pro- 
gram of constructive work. 

Under the joint chairmanship of 
Messrs. R. J. Jellett and J. Henri 
Labelle, the Campaign will wind 
up its activities on Nov, 21st. A 
number of members of the staff and 
friends of the University are inter- 
ested in Lhe campaign and it is e.\ 
pected that during the progress of 
the drive a number of McGill «tu- 
dents will be canvassed. 

The government relies on the Red 
Cross in time of war, as it supplies 
material needs and services to the 
Canadian forces. In addition to the 
ordinary needs of peace time the 
advent of war has created a special 
need in that the Red Cross must be 
prepared to offer its services to the 
Canadian division that is now train 
ing to go overseas, and to the other 
divisions that are expected to fol 
low. In addition about nine per 
cent of the national objective will 
be kept in reserve to meet any 
emergencies which may arise due to 
the state of war now in existence. 

Among the functions of the Red 
Cross made necessary in war time 
are the providing of medical sup- 
plies and the maintenance of am- 
bulance and auxiliary services. Jn 
addition the Red Cross buildi and 
equips hospitals, recreation rooms, 
for Canadian soldiers and provides 
extra comforts tor soldier patients.

Mr. Gerald Cragg, M.A., the new 
Professor of Syslematic Theology 
who arrived from England re- 
cently, nearly lost his life in Ihc 
ill-faled "Athenia," and, previous, 
lo ihui.

EDITOR SPEAKS 
ON U.S^TAND 

B. K. Sandwell Speaks to 300 
Varsity Students 

Speaker Holds World Fed- 
eration Depends on Feelings 
of Majorities in Nations 



Toronto, Ont., November 9. — 
(C.U.P.)— In speaking to three hun- 
dred students yesterday, Mr. B. K. 
Sandwell, editor of the Saturday 
Night, traced the refusal of the 
United States to enter the war to 
her realization that the nations 
which are participating in i's must 
engage in some sort of a world fed- 
eration in which she is not prepared 
to enter. 

"Are we, in Canada, prepared to 
accept limitations of our sovereign 
powers as regards immigration and 
trade?" asked Mr. Sandwell during 
his discussion of the problem of 
world federation. Such a federation, 
he pointed out, cannot be forced 
upon the nations of the world by 
one nation, but it must grow out of 
the feelings of a majority of the 
peoples of the nations. 

One Objective to War. 

Referring to the present war, the 
speaker said that the one universal 
objective of the war which is un- 
questionable, is the overthrow of 
the Hitler regime, and therefore 
the efforts of the allied forces will 
be in vain unless they achieve this 
aim. In his opinion, there is little 
in this regime to arouse hatred e.\- 
cept Hitler himself, his appearance, 
attd his utterances, 

Canada's attitude in the present 
war Mr. Sandwell found to be 
"singularly sane and intellisent.' 
and more grown-up than that held

it We take the same atUtude in 
similar situations, so it is not safe 
to turn young people out into life 
with the wrong attitudes. 

Dr. Hothney suggested two ways 
of forming attitudes. The first is 
that of passive influence, of living 
with people who have the desirable 
attitudes. And this is the most 
usual way, he stated it is part of 
our social inheritance. The second 
method is that of intelligent reflec- 
tion on the experience that wc 
have had. And the higher the in 
tclligence the easier it is to acquire 
attitudes In this way, Dr. Rothney 
said. Attitudes thus come as Ihc 
result of action. Both these methods 
are incorporated In the process of 
Education.
